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District voters poised 
for primary vote tomorrow

President Ford embarked on a day-long 
motorcade through western Ohio today, 
warning Republicans against nominating 
Ronald Reagan. 
In the same state, Democrat Morris 
Udall conceded for the first time he 
would lose to front-runner Jimmy Carter 
in Tuesday’s primary. Carter’s other 
Ohio challenger, Frank Church, said he 
was only hoping to pick up “ a few” state 
delegates. 
And Hubert Humphrey said a combina­ 
tion of Carter triumphs in Ohio and New 
Jersey Tuesday would “ propel him on to 
the nominaton.” 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., assured of vic­ 
tory in his native California Tuesday, 
flew east to New Jersey and brashly pre­ 
dicted he would win the Democratic 
presidential nomination on the third 
ballot. 
Before starting on his primary eve trip 
of nearly 300 miles by car from Cincin­ 
nati to Toledo, Ford said Republicans 
cannot afford to “ repeat the tragedy of 
Syrian 
column

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — A column 
of Syrian troops and tanks advanced sl­ 
owly into Lebanon’s central mountains 
early today, threatening a major con­ 
frontation with left-wing and Palestinian 
forces. 
The 14-month civil war turned into a 
showdown between Syria and the 
Moslem alliance Sunday as left-wing and 
Palestinian gunmen in Beirut seized the 
headquarters of the proDamascus 
Ba’ath party and fought Syrian-backed 
Saiqa guerrillas in street battles. 
The Syrians moved from base camps 
ai tile eastern Bekaa valley, about 30 
miles from Beirut, toward leftist battle 
lines around the mountain villages of 
Aintourah and Mtein, six miles to the 
north, reports from die area said. 
There was no word on how many 
Syrians were in the strike force, but 
right-wing sources indicated it was a 
column of several hundred men. They 
met no opposition in their advance, the 
reports said. 
The troops rolled into the forested 
mountain ravines after Syrian-controlled 
Lebanese air force planes strafed the lef­ 
tists’ lines Sunday afternoon. 
A left-wing radio station said the 
planes attacked leftist forward positions 
at two points along the Beirut-Damascus 
highway. Right-wing sources confirmed 
the report. 
In the capital, leftist and Palestinian 
troops stormed the headquarters of the 
Ba’ath party’s Lebanese chapter and IO 
local offices in a wave of attacks on 
groups supporting the Syrian invasion. 
Pro-Syrian and anti-Syrian gunmen 
clashed throughout the day, blasting at 
each other with mortars, rockets, 
grenades and machineguns and sending 
residents scattering for cover.

Brown said in remarks prepared for a 
Camden, N.J, audience that he would 
enter the national convention next month 
with 300 delegates, double that amount 
on the second ballot and more than dou­ 
ble it on the third to win the nomination. 
He is asking New Jersey voters to cast 
ballots for uncommitted 
convention 
delegates. 
Udall said he would finish “ a strong 
second” to Carter in Ohio and “ we’re go­ 
ing to get a lot of delegates.” He 
previously said a big Carter victory in 
Ohio would mean “ it’s all over.” 
Humphrey, who said he will reassess 
his own position after the primaries, told 
a Chicago news conference today if 
Carter doesn’t win both Ohio and New 
Jersey, “ it’s an open convention.” But if 
the Georgian wins the nomination, “ he 
can win” the election and “ will get my 
help.” 
The three states finishing the primary 
season Tuesday — California, Ohio and 
New Jersey — have close to a third of the 
total number of delegates needed for 
both parties’ nominations. Reagan and 
Brown are considered shoo-ins in 
California, so the campaigning today 
was elsewhere. 
Ohio is crucial for President Ford, who 
must win both it and New Jersey with a 
big enough delegate pickup to offset 
Reagan’s expected win of the big 
delegate block in California. 
Ford flew to Ohio from New Jersey 
Sunday and scheduled a 288-mile motor­ 
cade today, insisting his television ads — 
which hit at Reagan’s foreign policy 
positions — are justified by the 
challenger’s own words. 
Referring to Reagan’s statements con­ 
cerning the use of American troops to 
keep the peace in Rhodesia, Ford’s com­ 
mercial said: “ Governor Reagan could 
not start a war. President Reagan 
could.” 
The Reagan camp called it unfair and 
underhanded. But there was no indica­ 
tion it would be withdrawn. 
Reagan returned to California Sunday 
for a final day of blitzing his home state. 
Ohio could be just as crucial for the 
Democratic candidates. A big Jimmy 
Carter win there, it is generally con­ 
ceded, would all but cinch the nomina­ 
tion for the former Georgia governor. 
But a loss either to Morris Udall — it 
would be his first win — or to Frank 
Church, who entered late but has cam­ 
paigned hard, would be a severe blow to 
his stretch drive and might bring him yet 
another opponent: Hubert Humphrey. 
Humphrey, who cinched 51 of his home 
state’s 65 delegates Sunday, says he will 
“ reassess” his position once the 
primaries are over — unless Carter wins 
Ohio with enough delegates to put him 
within reach of the prize. 
Udall said Tuesday is “ judgment day,” 
and told a crowd in Parma, Ohio: “ if 
Jimmy Carter wins big here in Ohio, it’s 
all over — you know who your nominee is 
going to be.” 
Carter seeks to overcome Jewish 
voters’ misgivings about him with a 
strong stand on Israel’s future. In a 
speech Sunday he pledged an “ absolute" 
commitment to Israel’s security.

Close races 
in California 
predicted 
primary 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Republican 
Ronald Reagan set out today to put the 
icing on his expected home state 
primary election win over President 
Ford while Democrat Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. campaigned 3,000 miles away for un­ 
committed delegates in New Jersey. 
Reagan mapped out a final flying cam­ 
paign swing in advance of Tuesday’s 
winner-take-all Republican primary. 
Brown headed to New Jersey on a mid­ 
night “ red-eye” flight where he 
promised to “ travel the toll roads in 
search of every delegate I can find.” 
At stake for Reagan and President 
Ford is the crucial GOP California 
treasure of 167 delegates. Brown and 
seven other candidates set their sights on 
the huge 280-member delegation which 
will be awarded on a proportionate basis. 
Secretary of State March Fong Eu 
forecast a turnout of 69.5 per cent of 
California's 8.7 million registered 
voters, the lowest prediction for a Cali­ 
fornia presidential primary in 16 years 
In 1964, 71.9 per cent went to the polls. 
In 1968 . 72.2 per cent turned out. And, in 
1972, 70.9 per cent cast ballots.

While attention focused on former two- 
term Gov. Reagan and Brown, his 
Democratic successor for 19 months, 
U.S. Sen. John V. Tunney was locked in a 
tough fight with hard charging 
challenger Tom Hayden, a convert from 
radicalism of the 1960s to “electoral 
politics” of the 1970s. 
Hayden, who barely showed in the ear­ 
ly pre-primary public opinion polls, shot 
to within 13 percentage points in the 
newest California Poll and forced Tun­ 
ney into a televised weekend debate 
after apologizing to the senator for mak­ 
ing personal slurs against him. 
On the R ep u b lican sid e , S I. 
Hayakawa, the 60-year-old retired presi­ 
dent of San Francisco State University, 
ran a low-key campaign for Tunney’s 
seat against former Lt. Gov. Robert H. 
Finch, Rep. Alphonzo Bell and former 
state Sen. John L. Harmer. 
Hayakawa m erged as the GOP front- 
runner as the others sought to make his 
age a campaign issue Finch’s campaign 
placards declared that Republicans 
could “ forget November” unless they 
nominated him.

Chances that Congress will pass and 
that President Ford will sign a federal 
revenue sharing bill are looking better 
than ever, Congressm an Robert 
Lagomarsino told The Record today 
from his office in Washington. 
“ I am far more optimistic now than I 
was when the legislation was first in­ 
troduced that it will be passed,” 
Lagomarsino said. He announced that 
the bill is scheduled to come up on the 
floor this week, but that because of a 
heavy calendar, it may get bumped over 
to the following week. 
The current revenue sharing measure 
expires on Dec. SI this year. The bill 
before Congress now would extend the 
program for three and three-fourths 
years, less than the five years President 
Gerald Ford had recommended and in 
total amounts slightly less than the 
current entitlements. 
“ I feel that the bill will pass the House 
before the July 4 recess,” Lagomarsino 
said. “ I’m told the Senate is just waiting 
for the bill and won’t take nearly so long 
to act on it as the House has. I’m sure it 
will get final approval and be signed by 
the President ” 


Lagomarsino said that since the 
current program runs until the end of 
this y ear, the revenue sharing 
machinery can be geared up to continue 
the entitlements without interruption 
The City of Lompoc's final entitle­ 
ment, covering the six months between 
July I and Dec. 31 this year, is $112,268. 
At the city council’s last meeting on June 
I, the full amount was voted for police 
services. 
Nothing has been included in the 
budget beyond the Dec. SI date in an­ 


ticipation of an extension of revenue 
sharing, so that any funds allocated dur­ 
ing the second-half of the 1976-’77 fiscal 
year would be a bonus insofar as the 
budget is concerned. 
The council is scheduled to hold 
another hearing on the new budget 
Thursday night. 
Since revenue sharing began on Jan. I, 
1972, Lompoc will have received 
$1,013,924 by the time the current 
program ends on Dec. 31. With interest 
on fund balances applied, this figure goes 
up to approximately $1,074,313. 
Santa Barbara County will have 
benefited by a total of approximately 
$28,200,000 or an average of $5.6 million 
per year during the five-year program 
that is ending on Dec. 31. 
First-year entitlement under the 
proposed extension now before Congress 
is $5.2 million for the county, Congres­ 
sman Lagomarsino said. 
Distribution formula under the new 
bill, Lagomarsino said, is essentially the 
same as for the current program, with 
states retaining for their use one-third of 
the total entitlement and two-thirds go­ 
ing to county and local jurisdictions un­ 
der a complicated formula. 
The new bill contains several con­ 
troversial features, 
including a 
broadened prohibition against dis­ 
crimination and a provision that each 
state develop a timetable and master 
plan for modernizing local governments. 
Lagomarsino said he expects these to be 
amended before final passage. 
Some new features of the proposed bill 
are the elimination of the requirement 
that revenue sharing funds go for certain 
priorities and that the funds may be used 
for matching fund purposes in other 
programs. 


Governmental entities are now able to 
allocate the funds in such a way that in 
practice the matching fund process is be­ 
ing accomplished anyway, Lagomarsino 
said, and in this sense the current 
measure is what he termed “ a more 
honest bill.” 
(hie new requirement is that each 
jurisdiction receiving revenue sharing 
funds use U.S. Treasury-approved fiscal 
accounting practice to facilitate federal 
reviews of local programs. 
Another new provision is that those 
jurisdictions expecting funds must sub­ 
mit a use report to the government 
Many of the new provisions will be of 
little concern to California jurisdictions, 
Lagomarsino said, since they have been 
adhering to the non-discriminatory use 
of funds and public hearings on proposed 
use reports in the past. 
Besides police services, some of the 
major projects the previous revenue 
sharing funds have gone toward 
providing include $158,616 to the 
Lefkowitz Storm Drain, $150,000 to down­ 
town streets, $100,000 to the senior 
citizen facility, $23,942 for a new city hall 
and $18,000 for fire engine repair. 
Lagomarsino’s optimism on passage of 
the new program is shared by Sen. Alan 
Cranston. 
Jerry Yoachum, a field aide to 
Cranston, was in the area recently and 
he said the senator, along with others in 
the California delegation to Congress, 
are strongly in support of the program, 
Yoachum did indicate that Cranston 
feels the continuing program may bring 
about some changes that would provide 
more funding for smaller and rural com­ 
munities and a requirement that a set 
percentage of the funds be allotted by a 
city or county for social services. 
Investigators probe collapse of dam 


BOISE, Idaho (UPI) - Federal in­ 
vestigators today were trying to deter­ 
mine what caused the collapse of the 
Teton Dam, a long-time target of en­ 
vironmentalists. 
Bureau of R eclam ation Com­ 
missioner Gilbert G. Stamm and Assis­ 
tant Secretary of the Interior Jack 
Horton told newsmen Sunday they would 
meet with the team of investigators at 
the dam site. 
Stamm refused to speculate about 
possible reconstruction of the 310-foot 


earth-fiU bulwark but agreed to federal 
and independent state investigations 
“ It is obvious that this (collapse) is 
very unusual — in the bureau’s 74-year- 
history this has never happened before,” 
he said. “ That is why we are determined 
to find answers to these questions in the 
two separate investigations.” 
An environmentalist who fought con­ 
struction of Teton Dam meanwhile 
criticized the Bureau of Reclamation for 
failing up to follow up a report that the 
tinner Snake River Valiev area of 


eastern Idaho was earthquake-prone. 
Gerald Jayne, a board member of the 
Idaho Environmental Council, said the 
U.S. Geological Survey had submitted 
several letters pointing out the pos­ 
sibility of earthquake damage. 
“The Bureau of Reclamation ignored 
these efforts,” he said. “ They filed only 
a 17-page environmental impact state­ 
ment for the $100 million project.” 
However, seismological laboratories 
said there was no evidence of a quake in 
lh# area where the Ham hrnke

California’s primary election is set for 
tomorrow when voters are called upon to 
choose non-partisan and partisan offices 
and decide proposition and initiative is­ 
sues. 
Polls will open at 7 a.m. and close at 8 
p.m. 
There are 17,309 registered voters in 
the fourth supervisorial district broken 
down with 8,898 Democrats; 7,315 
Republicans; 71 American Independent; 
15 Peace and Freedom; five mis­ 
cellaneous and 1,105 declines to state. 
Party faithfuls will be deciding their 
presidential, senatorial, congressional 
and State assembly choices for the 
November general election. 
However, most interest in the fourth 
supervisorial district is centered on the 
non-partisan race for supervisor with 
five candidates in competition to suc­ 
ceed Francis H. Beattie in the $17,380 per 
year position. Beattie has held the post 
for three four-year terms. 
Seeking the post are: Robert Hedlund, 
former Lompoc teacher; Robert C. 
Lilley, businessman in real estate and in­ 
surance; Alberta Morgan, certificated 
elementary teacher; Arthur D. Scott, 
businessman in real estate and Phyllis 
White, teacher and homemaker. 
Lilley and Scott have previously held 
public posts with Lilley formerly serving 
as a city planning commissioner and as a 
county planning commissioner for the 
past ll years. Scott was a member of the 
Lompoc City Council for two terms and 
served three one-year terms as mayor. 
Hedlund, while a teacher, was president 
of the Lompoc Education Association. 
White has been active in the American 
Association of University Women and 
other groups. Morgan previously ran for 
City Council and the Lompoc Unified 
School District Board of Trustees. 
The winner must get more than 50 per 
cent of the total vote cast to avoid a run­ 
off in the November general election. 
Another contest of local interest is the 
race for superior court judge, Office No. 
I. The post is currently held by Floyd C. 
Dodson, presiding judge. He is contested 
by Bruce Dodds, deputy county counsel, 
and James J. Op pen, Santa Barbara at­ 
torney. 
Solvang judicial district voters will 
also decide a race for justice court judge 
between three attorneys, Rick Brown, 
Zel Canter and Ed Norstrand. 
Walter T. Livingston of Lompoc is run­ 
ning unopposed for marshal of the Lom­ 
poc judicial district. 
In party contests, Republicans will be 
deciding their presidential choice 
between incumbent President Gerald R. 
Ford and former Governor Ronald H. 
Reagan. Democrats will decide between 
delegates for George Wallace, Henry 
Jackson, Ellen McCormack, Fred R. 
Harris, Edmund G. Brown, Jr. and Birch 
Bayh and an uncommitted delegation for 
Morris Udall, Jimmy Carter and Frank 
Church. 
Most interest in the senatorial contest 
between Democrats and Republicans are 
the tight races between incumbent 
Democratic Senator John Tunney and 
Tom Hayden, former antiwar activist, 
journalist and teacher. Others com­ 
peting fin* the Democratic nomination 
are Lois Bodle, Frank L. Thomas, 
Howard L. Gifford, Lee Craven, Ronald 
L. Williams. Bob Wallach and Millard 
Fillmore Stover. 
The tight race for the Republican 
nomination for senator is centered on 
four candidates: John L. Harmer, 
former state legislator; S.I. Hayakawa 
university president emeritus; U S. 
Congressman Alphonzo Bell and former 
head of the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department, Robert H. Finch. 
Others in the race are Henry Hill, Walter 
Hollywood, Hannibal Caesar Burchette, 
Clyde F. Trace, James A. Ware and 
Michael A. Hilt. 
Robert J. Lagomarsino, Republican in­ 
cumbent congressm an, faces no 
challenge in the primary election for his 
party's nomination nor does Dan Sisson, 
historian, on the Democratic side. 
Ray Saucedo, a Santa Barbara 
teacher, faces no challenge for the 
Republican nomination for State as­ 
sem blym an nor does incumbent 
Democrat, Gary Hart. 
A contest will take place for three 
seats on the Democratic Council Central 
Committee with four candidates in the 
race. They are Marla J. King, Santa 
Ynez Valley housewife; Paul M. Comer, 
teacher-administrator; Michael J. 
Palm er, attorney and Domenico 
Signorelli, school administrator, all of 
Lompoc. 
The fourth supervisorial district for 
the first time now includes the com­ 
munity of Guadalupe and all of Santa 
Ynez Valley. All ballot counting will be 
done by machine at the County building 
in Lompoc, 401 E. Cypress Avenue,

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Lawmakers face coastline 
bill, proposed budget 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
With the final days of primary 
election campaigning behind 
them, California lawmakers 
this week face major legisla­ 
tion aim ed at controlling 
development along the state’s 
1,072-mile coastline and a 
proposed state budget. 
Tile Senate finance Commit­ 
tee faces a Friday deadline to 
approve a conservationist-sup­ 
ported Mil aimed at protecting 
the seashore from overdevelop­ 
ment. 
The m assive proposal 
(SB1579) would establish a per­ 
manent state coastal com­ 
mission to oversee use and 
development of the coastline, 
replacing the temporary com­ 
missions which expire this 
year. 
In addition, it would attempt 
to direct construction to areas 
already developed, preserve 


natural habitat and agricultural 
lands from urban encroach­ 
ment and guarantee public ac­ 
cess to beaches. 
Carried by Finance Commit­ 
tee Chairm an Anthony C. 
Beilenson, D-Los Angeles, with 
the endorsement of Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., the bill is 
strongly opposed by labor, 
business and local government 
officials. 
In earlier hearings on the MU, 
supporters beat back efforts to 
hold commission control of the 
coast to a 1,000-yard-wide strip 
and lim it the commission’s 
authority to approve coastal 
development plans created by 
local governments. 
A proposed $12.88 billion state 
budget for the 1976-’77 fiscal 
year is pending before the full 
Senate. 
Action on the spending 
program was delayed last week 


after the Senate voted to ap­ 
prove the governor’s legisla­ 
tion granting nearly all state 
employes a flat $70-per-month 
salary increase starting next 
month. 
The co n tro versial $272 
million pay raise bill (SB1555) 
was sent to the Assembly on a 
28-7 vote.

The budget-writing commit­ 
tees of both houses earlier 
rejected the flat pay raise 
proposal, opting for the tradi­ 
tional percentage raise based 
on an employe’s salary. 
The Assembly has already ap­ 
proved a rival $13 billion 
spending package and the 
differences between it and the 
eventual Senate version will be 
reconciled in a joint conference 
committee. The constitutional 
deadline for approval of a state 
spending package by the 
legislature is June 15. 


Reagan in last campaign sweep 


LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - 
Ronald Reagan, fighting 
charges that he would be a 
trigger happy president, came 
home today for a last campaign 
sweep designed to nail down the 
nation’s biggest Republican 
national convention delegation. 
Reagan returned from Ohio

United Press International 
Scores of demonstrators in 
several cities picketed and 
shouted-"Free Gary Tyler!” 
during the weekend to urge a 
new trial for the 17-year-old 
black Louisiana youth, one of 
the youngest persons on death 
row in the United States. 
Demonstrations were held in 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Brook­ 
lyn, N Y., Springfield, Mass., 
and New Orleans. Tyler’s fami­ 
ly and friends say he was 
framed by overeager sheriff’s 
deputies in a racially motivated 
trial. 
Tyler was convicted last 
winter by an all-white jury of 
shooting 13-year-old Timothy 
Weber, a white youth, during 
racial disturbances at Destre­ 
han High School in Louisiana in 
1974. Weber was shot from a 
bus of blade students who were 
being taken home from the 
school to the jeers and taunts of 


but the judge refused to grant a 
new trial. Tyler is on death row 
at Louisiana State Penitentiary 
at Angola aw aiting state 
Supreme Court review of his 
case. 
The protest turnout was 
sm all in each c ity but 
organizers were not dis­ 
couraged. 
"W e’ve got a total of about 70 
people out here, but ifs small 
beginnings like this that eventu­ 
ally build into mass move­ 
ments,” organizer Fred Hobby 
of Louisville, Ky. said in Cincin­ 
nati.

Butz calls ban 


'nonsense' 
ANAHEIM (UPI) - Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Earl Butz called

In a speech to the Institute of 
Food Technologists, Butz said 
the 1956 law banning use as a 
food additive of anything found 
to cause cancer seemed on the 
surface to be a good idea. 
But. he added: "In practice it 
has turned out to be utter non­ 
sense." because it bans all 
known cancer-causing sub­ 
stances in any amount, even in 
traces far below levels shown to 
have caused the disease. 
Butz called it ironic that 
“food faddists and extremists 
are fretting and stewing" about 
the safety of the nation’s 
current, often highly processed, 
food supply. 


He said “we must constantly 
ask ourselves whether the 
benefits from carefully con­ 
trolled use of such agents out­ 
weighs the risk.’’

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J. Paul Getty, 83, 
dies of seizure

LONDON 
(U P I) 
- 
Billionaire J. Paul Getty, who 
died Sunday at 83, always dis­ 
liked being called one of the 
world's richest men — not out 
of sensitivity, but because he 
felt it classified him as “some 
sort of freak.” 
The Minneapolis-born attor­ 
ney’s son. who made his first 
million by the age of 24, died 
one minute after midnight, suc­ 
cumbing to a heart attack at his 
mansion. Sutton Place. He had 
been in failing health for some 
time. 
Noel Bramblett. Getty’s long­ 
time assistant, said the oil 
magnate s body would be flown 
to California — where Getty 
grew up — for burial. 
Getty left his family with as­ 
sets reportedly worth between 
$10 billion and $20 billion, but he 
could never get used to being 
tagged one of the world’s 
richest men. 
“It sounds like you are some 
sort of freak — the world’s 
tallest man. the heaviest man, 
the wisest man. the most 
foolish man. the world's short­ 
est midget.” he told a recent in­ 
terviewer. 
He said he preferred to be 
remembered as a man of many 
talents — businessman, lin­ 
guist. art connoisseur, health 
fanatic. 


He said more than once he did 
not feel guilty about his wealth. 


but stories about his alleged 
frugality were legion: how he 
worked from an inexpensive 
two-room apartment, how he 
locked the telephones at his 
Surrey m ansion, how he 
charged a film com pany 
photographing his dogs. 
In his recent autobiography 
he said he intended' to donate 
the bulk of his oil fortune to 
charitable foundations. 
But he also indicated he 
would provide for his three sons 
and 15 grandchildren — one of 
whom. J Paul^letty III, was 
kidnaped in Italy three years 
ago and ransomed for $1.5 
.million by his grandfather only 
rafter the abductors cut off one 
of young Getty’s ears. 
Getty said he initially refused 
to pay the ransom, not out of 
stinginess hut because “ I would 
automatically be placing all 
others (of his grandchildren) in 
jeopardy.” 
The kidnaping was one of the 
tragedies that wealth brought, 
but there were others. 
Five m arriages ended in 
divorce. His favorite son. 
George, died of an overdose of 
barbiturates in 1973.

Rural post office closures 
advocated to erase huge debt 
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MONMOUTH. 111. (UPI) - 
The best way for the U.S. 
Postal Service to get out of its 
huge debt is to close rural post 
offices, according to Postmas­ 
ter General Benjamin Bailar. 
Bailar. who delivered the 
commencement address at 
Monmouth College Saturday, 
said an average of 310 third and 
fourth class post offices have 
been closed annually during the 
last IO years. 
He said the closures were in­ 
itiated only after long study to 
find if alternative services 
could be provided at less cost.

90 
per cent of the people surveyed 
said they liked the new service 
better.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Tom Hayden finally got his 
face-to-face encounter with 
John Tunney, but before they 
got very far, a questioner in­ 
terrupted and demanded, “are 
there any differences between 
you?” 
There are, of course. But the 
hour-long 
live 
telev ised 
confrontation produced few of 
the fireworks that might have 
been expected between a one­ 
time radical street organizer 
and an incumbent whose lead, 
as measured by public opinion 
polls, has been dangerously un­ 
dermined. 
A pivotal issue of the KNBC 
News Conference session Satur­ 
day evening was the right of a 
politician to change his mind. 
Tunney, ired by accusations 
he is a “militant waffler” on is­ 
sues. took the offensive and 
hurled the charge back at his 
36-year-old challenger in next 
Tuesday's Democratic Senate 
primary. 
“I remember when you said 
that the electoral process was a 
hoax and the way you change 
things was through revolution.” 
Tunney declared. ‘‘You’ve 
changed your mind on that. 
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“If you change your mind, 
why shouldn’t I have the same 
right to change my mind?” 
Hayden, founder of the 
radical Students for a Demo­ 
cratic Society and a defendant 
in the Chicago seven trial, 
replied: “I’ve changed my 
mind on, whether electoral 
politics was a hoax because I 
think that public opinion has 
changed tremendously since 
1968 ..." 
Hayden has repeatedly de­ 
nounced Tunney for dropping 
his support of pending national 
health insurance and for 


becoming an advocate of 
deregulation of natural gas 
prices. 
“A militant waffler who flips 
and flops,” declared Hayden. 
Tunney’s lead in polls has 
been steadily eroded by Hayden 
gains. A recent survey showed 
the challenger within 13 per­ 
centage points and gaining 
while Tunney dropped slightly. 
Hayden responded by stepping 
up demands for a face-to-face 
dialogue. 
Afterwards. Hayden claimed 
victory because “ I’m the 
challenger and he’s the incum­ 


bent ... (and) debate is the 
great equalizer/’ Tunney said 
only. “I’d like to believe it will 
help my candidacy, but I’ll 
leave that up to the vcUrs.” 
The bulk of the confrontation 
covered old ground. But during 
the last IO minutes. Tunney 
readily agreed he had altered 
his views on some issues and 
flung the charge back at 
Hayden.

budget eyed 
for SMID . 


A preliminary Solvang 
Municipal Im provem ent 
District budget for 1976-77 
amounting to $486,670.50 was 
presented to district directors 
by manager Leo Mathiasen at a 
meeting of the board Thursday 
night. 
The proposed budget as 
prepared by Mathiasen and as 
yet some way from the finaliza­ 
tion stage represents an in­ 
crease of $66,137.80 over last 
year. 
Directors of the district saw 
the preliminary budget for the 
first time at the meeting. Dur­ 
ing the lengthy discussion on its 
various a s p e c ts , board 
members suggested some 
provision should be made for 
capital outlay. This category 
will be among those which will 
result in some revision of the 
preliminary presentation. 
District general fund revenue 
from all sources amounts to 
$394,611. Adding to the total is 
Parking District No. I, $68,197 
and general obligation bonds of 
1969, $23,862.50. These latter 
two figures, however, are 
equalized with parking district 
operating costs and debt retire­ 
ment listed in like amounts. 
Last year’s budget noted 
general fund revenue at 
$325,444.85, exclusive of parking 
district number I and the 
obligation bonds. 
Directors are due to further 
discuss the budget at their 
meeting Thursday at 7 p.m. in 
the municipal center. 
In other action, the board 
adopted a new policy on the 
levying of sewer hook up fees on 
lots created by lot splits in the 
original assessment district. 
Under terms of the new 
policy, only the original lot will 
be exempt from a connection 
charge up to a discharge of 250 
gallons a day.* Any new lots 
created by the split would be 
subject to a hook up charge, 
board members decided. 
Board members also agreed 
to write a “strongly worded’’ 
letter to the county board of 
supervisors urging retention of 
ambulance service in the Santa 
Ynez Valley. 
Joe Fudda, who has been as­

The group launched a hoopla- 
free experiment during the 
winter to inform the public 
about the availability of legal 
help. Newspaper and billboard 
advertisements direct people to 
the association's Lawyer Refer­ 
ral Service. 
That service, at the thre­ 
shold. can advise a layman who 
thinks he may have a legal 
problem or may need legal ser­ 
vice. but doesn't know whom to 
ask. 
"Citizens and consumer 
groups came to us.” C. Hugh 
Friedman, president of the 
County Bar Association, said of 
the decision to try a “controlled

growth test.” 
“A growing recognition deve­ 
loped on the part of our associa­ 
tion that there would indeed bt 
many citizens of our com­ 
munity who are not sufficiently 
informed as to the kind of 
problem s which suggest 
preventive legal assistance 
before trouble compounds. 
“Even if this is perceived, 
they may not know how to go 
about selecting a qualified at­ 
torney to assist thorn.” 
The association directors 
decided in January to earmark 


l i t , OOO for the experiment. 
“Our own bar designed the 
vehicle to bring to public atten­ 
tion the existence of this ser­ 
vice which can, on request, 
place a person in contact with 
attorneys in areas of need.” 
Friedman said. 
The price is right — HO for 
the first half hour of consulta­ 


tion 
“For a nominal fee. they can 
have the opportunity to discuss 
a problem with a lawyer and 
determine whether it is in fact 
a legal problem,” Friedman 
said. 


The discussion enables an in­ 
quirer to make an informed 
decision on his need for legal 
help, and he can otain a listing 
of attorneys who have qualifica­ 
tions to handle his case. 
“Don’t Do It Yourself Wrong. 
Let a Lawyer Do It for You 
Right!" the association’s news­ 
paper ad says in a headline 
The admonition rests on the 
belief that preventive law saves 
money. A review of a home or 
car purchase contract or a 
lawyer’s help writing a will can 
save hundreds of dollars, 
perhaps thousands, in court and 
lawyer costs that arise from 
botched do-it-yourself jobs. 
“The concept of individual 
advertising has forced people to 
turn to institutional ads,” said 
Harlan Harmsen, association 
vice president and liaison of­ 
ficer between the association’s 
board of directors and the 
referral service. 
“Until agitation developed 
for individual advertising, there 
was no interest in institutional 
advertising. Now. all the 
lawyers I talk to are willing to 
support it.” 
He explained the historic ban 
on lawyer advertising was 
based on the likelihood it would 
culminate in circus poster dis­ 
plays and outrageous corneous 
such as: “Thursday Divorces, 
Two for the Price of One,” or, 
“Drunken Driving Arrest. Let 
Lawyer Slick make a deal for 
you.” 
“We are not engaged in any 
’hyped up' advertising that de­ 
means the legal services to be 
rendered,” Friedman said. 
The state bar’s Rules of 
Professional Conduct command 
that a lawyer “shall not solicit 
professional employment by 
advertisement or otherwise’’ 
and shall not “publicize him­ 
self’’ through newspapers or 
magazine advertising. 
The association’s ad was 
carried in morning, afternoon 
and Sunday papers for five 
weeks. Referral service direc­ 
tor Norma Day compiled 
statistics reflecting the impact, 
and the state bar monitored the 
program. 
As a “sample of storm war­ 
nings,” the ad lists areas in

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Dams reduce once-wild Colorado River to a trickle 


CHOENIX, ARIZ. (UPI) - 
Years ago the Colorado River 
flowed mightily through the 
Gr|nd Canyon and southward to 
empty its swirling waters into 
the Sea of Cortez. 
Today most of the Colorado’s 
water is held behind a string of 
dams, to be used for production 
of electricity and diverted for 
domestic uses and irrigation of 
crops in Arizona and Southern 
California. The river is reduced 
to a trickle by the time it gets to 
the Gulf. 
Government scientists are 
refining techniques that could 
add m o re w a te r to the 
Colorado. 
Last spring, the U.S. Bureau 
of ''Reclamation finished five 
years of experimental cloud- 
sefding in the Upper Colorado 
River Basin phase of Project 
Skjrwater. The bureau esti­ 
mates cloud-seeding could bol­ 
ster the river’s flow by up to 
1.87 million acre-feet per year 
and make more water available 
fof the growing Southwest. 
the additional runoff could be 
stUnulated by chemical treat­ 
ment of clouds above a 15.000 
square mile area in and near 
the San Juan - Mountains of 
Colorado 
Directed by the bureau’s 
Engineering and Research Cen­ 
ter in Denver, Colo., Project 
Skywater has involved nine 
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states since its inception in 
1962. Research has focused on 
seeding of mountain clouds in 
the winter and clouds over the 
Great Plains in the summer. 
The project is making impor­ 
tant improvements in the 
technology for wringing more 
water out of clouds than would 
precipitate naturally, said Ar­ 
chie M. Kahan, chief of the 
bureau’s division of Atmospher­ 
ic Water Resources Manage­ 
ment. 
To get additional rain or 
snowfall, billions of minute 
silver iodide particles are 
released into wind currents that 
carry them into clouds where 
they trigger the formation of 
water droplets. Ground-based 
generators burn a chemical 
solution to release the silver 
iodide at strategic locations in 
the mountains and the plains. 
Weather conditions must be 
just right for cloud-seeding to 
be successful, Kahan said. 
Project Skywater has made 
crucial advances in defining 
which conditions are most 
favorable, he said, and project 
scientists teaming radar with 
computers have developed a 
mathematical formula for se­ 
lecting suitable clouds. 
One of the most critical fac­ 
tors is the temperature of the 
clouds. In the Upper Colorado 
phase of the project, clouds 
m ust be between minus9 
d e g re e s and 18 d e g re e s 
Fahrenheit. If a cloud is too 
warm or too cool, cloud-seeding 
is a wasted effort. 
But when the right clouds are 
treated, additional water can be 
produced for as little as $3 per 
acre-foot, project reports say. 


Studies indicate the extra water 
in the Colorado could reap 
economic benefits of at least 
$13 million. 
Seeding clouds over the plains 
brings increased rainfall. 
Seeding in the mountains adds 
snow to mountain snowpacks, 
which later melt into water that 
goes downstream into rivers. 
Because as much as 20 per 
cent m ore snow could be 
brought to the mountain peaks 
in one winter, cloud-seeding 
could extend skiing seasons, 
Kahan said. Timber aualitv 


could be improved, he added, 
and more forage made availa­ 
ble for livestock and wildlife. 


So far, investigations have 
failed to turn up evidence in­ 
dicating cloud-seeding pro­ 
duces any major adverse ef­ 
fects, Kahan said. The small 
amounts of silver iodide do not 
appear to harm the environ­ 
ment, he said, and studies show 
the effects of extra water "are 
subtle and very sligit.” 
There are some drawbacks, 
however. 
Kahan said it would cost 


more to remove the extra snow 
from roads, access to recrea­ 
tional areas could be cut off, 
and there might be increased 
danger of avalanches. He said 
seeding over the plains at the 
wrong time could cause floods. 
Such 
c o n s id e r a tio n s 
restricted Skywater seeding ex­ 
periments, Kahan said. 
“We weren’t out to break 
records in snow accumulation.’’ 
he said. “ There was the 
business of operating responsi­ 
bly, and that involved passing 
up what might have been good 
seeding opportunities.”

One of the most controversial 
measures to go before the 
voters in years, the proposition 
has drawn support and opposi­ 
tion from a broad specturm of 
public officials.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - In 
these days of astronomical tax­ 
icab fares, imagine phoning for 
a cab to come to your home, 
riding to a doctor’s office, a 
shopping center or a friend’s 
house and paying only 15 cents 
with no tips allowed. 
That is the service now being 
provided in six areas of the 
sprawling Los Angeles met­ 
ropolitan community under a $1 
million program sponsored by 
the C ity D e m o n stra tio n 
Agency. 
The service is designed prin­ 
cipally for use by senior 
citizens, persons with physical 
handicaps and those in hard­ 
ship financial condition but ac­ 
tually requests on the Dial-A- 
Ride system can be made by 
anyone in the districts. 
In the month of March, the 
latest for which figures are 
available, a total of 38,603 rides 
were furnished in the areas 
which hve a population of sl­ 
ightly more than 500.000. 
It is theoretically possible to 
get a taxicab or van at your 
doorstep within 30 minutes of 
calling but the system tries to 
get users to put in th eir 
requests at least 24 hours in ad­ 
vance. 
The areas served are Bever­ 


ly-Fairfax, Hollywood, Pacoi- 
ma. Westlake-East Wilshire, 
East-Northeast and greater 
Watts. Riders are restricted to 
trips within their own area 
boundaries, all of which are 
part of the city of Los Angeles. 
The EastNortheast and Watts 
areas have had the programs 
for about two years. They were 
extended last December to the 
other four sections and usage 
has increased steadily. 
Several of the areas have 
vans suitable for carrying 
persons in wheel chairs. Ar­ 
rangements can be made not 
only for transportation to a 
destination but also or the 
return trip at a specified time. 
Phillip Barton, a spokesman 
for the Demonstration Agency, 
said that similar programs in 
eastern states have “gone down 
the tube’’ but that the Los 
Angeles experiment is meeting 
with enthusiasm and continued 
usage. 


Men must be liberated or 
die, psychologist declares 


BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. 
(UPI) — Society has forced the 
American male to repress and 
deny almost the total range of 
his emotions and human needs 
so he can perform in the ac­ 
cepted “masculine’’ way. 
Dr. Herb Goldberg, a psy­ 
chologist and lecturer at Cal 
State Los Angeles, says men 
have become anesthetized and 
robotized into the role of 
provider, ideal husband, artful 
lover and compassionate pa­ 
rent 
“Men totally eradicate their 
personality to become part of 
society’s machine,” he says. 
“They become totally locked up 
within themselves.” 
Goldberg says men need 
liberation now, or they won’t 
survive. 
“ Macho must die. Male 
liberation is doomed because it 
buys the myth that men are 
culturally favored 
“These impossible goals may 
be the reason for the rising tide 
in unexplained deaths among 
20th Century men Men of all 
backgrounds — more than ever 
before — commit suicide, suf­ 
fer depression, alcoholism, 
drug addition and emotional 
disorder. 
"Traditionally, on an uncon­ 
scious level, the male has 
operated on a condition of self- 
hate and reactions against 
himself — his emotions, his 
feminine parts, his dependency, 
his passivity. 
“It’s got him into some very 
self-destructive behavior to­ 
wards other men and distor­ 
tions in the way he has 
perceived and has related to the 
world. 
“The problem has been there 
for centuries, maybe forever. 
But they’ve never been sur­ 
faced because men have been 
role-bound and women have not 
pushed them.’- 
Goldberg says the feminist 
movement has brought the 
problem into the open. 
“ Women have willingly 
played the passive, submissive 
and nurturing mother-type. As 
long as they continue to do that, 
men will inherit these macho 
fantasies. 
“Now the women are pulling 
away from that and all of this 
has triggered an opportunity for 
a release of a new way of look­ 
ing at things in men.” 
In Goldberg’s book, “The 
Hazards of Being Male ~ Sur­ 
viving the Myth of Masculine - 
Privilege,” he identifies the 
myth and gives advise on how 
to deal with it. 
“Males today are victims of 
locked-up lives full of frustra­ 
tion. There is no spontaneity. 
His interactions with other 
m ales are com petitive in 
nature. He is locked Into one 
woman — cutting himself off 
from others. Men obtain their 
strongest positive reaction 
from women 
“Let’s face it, it’s a drag to 
be with somebody who takes a 
strict macho position, which is 
what a lot of guys are doing now 
because they can’t find their 
own way.” 
Goldberg says men have cer­ 
tain feminine characteristics 
and that there are dangers in 
reprewing this femininity. 
“The average male is afraid 
of his p assiv ity in bed, 
dependency and asking for help. 
Men are not in touch with their 
femininity.” 
He says “success ’ is an im­ 
possible bind on the m ale.__ 
“It consists of manipulation 
, to the top with a pretty empty 
outcome When he gets there, 
he's all alone He has isolated 
himself in competition with 
other men to get to the top. 
“It effects male-to-male rela­ 
tionships substantially. Men are 
so intent on surviving and hav 
ing to scrap few a living that 


they alienate themselves from 
other guys because they are 
hustling for territory. 


“Most men get locked into 
one woman simply because she 
becomes a sort of oasis for 
them — a watering ground — 
and they systematically isolate 
themselves from other guys 


“The trouble is, the woman 
might up and leave you and 
you’ve got nobody, 


“The joy of getting together 
with other guys and having a 
good laugh, going out with each 
other, being supportive of each 
other, caring for each other, be­ 
ing open with each other and 
sharing with each other are 
lost. 


“I think part of of the role 
traum a of socalled sexual 
sym ptom s, which I don’t 
believe in in many cases, are 
because guys traditionally hide 
from each other. 


“When a problem comes up, 
they don't want anybody else to 
know. If they were able to talk 
to other guys, as they should be. 
they’d find out most males are 


experiencing very sim ilar 
things.” 


And sexually. Goldberg says, 
many men go sour. 
“ Most guys have a very hard 
time saying ‘no’ to a woman. 
The whole thing about sex has a 
lot of fantasy elements to it. 
Sex is nothing more than a sen­ 
sory experience. 
“To be really turned on sex­ 
ually. I think you should be 
turned on to the woman’s looks, 
the way she feels, you should 
enjoy hiring touched by her, you 
should enjoy smelling her and 
being close to her. 


“A lot of guys expect to be 
turned on to a woman, when, if 
they are honest, they may not 
like the way she looks or the 
way she acts. But they still ex­ 
pect to be magically potent 
men, as if sex were a separate 
thing beyond the person-to- 
person experience.”

But you'll have to get in line behind past 
flood and earthquake victims, who are still waiting 
for such payments. 


8. DON'T TAKE THE ADVICE OF THE NUCLEAR 
ESTABLISHMENT ON THE ISSU E OF NUCLEAR 
SAFETY. The people that make and run nuclear 
power plants have assured us that there will never 
be a major catastrophe. But manufacturers of

Natural gas shortfall could increase air pollution 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Mil­ 
lions of Americans do not un­ 
derstand the need to give 
apriority to discovering new sup­ 
plies of domestic natural gas, 
says energy expert Bruce C. 
Netschert. 
Netschert is a vice president 
of National Economic Research 
Associates. He has just comp­ 
leted a study of the potential 
; impact of a natural gas short­ 
fall on New York state and says 
the same conclusions apply to 
most of the rest of the United 
States. 
New York was chosen as the 
sample state for the study 
because there is considerable 
opposition on the part of en­ 
vironmentalists and others to 
drilling for gas and oil in the 
Atlantic off New York’s short 
coast line and the coasts of New 


England and New Jersey. 
"A big factor the public 
doesn’t realize is that even a IO 
per cent shortfall in natural gas 
production can create a very 
substantial rise in air pollu­ 
tion,” Netschert said. 
One reason, he explained, is 
that more oil and-or coal must 
be used to replace the loss of 
gas than the gas volume itself 
in real terms. That’s because 
gas can be delivered by pipeline 
while oil or coal delivery 
requires trucks and a lot of ad­ 
ditional oil must be burned to 
fuel them. 
Netschert said it is generally 
agreed if the federal govern­ 
ment continues to take no ac­ 
tion to encourage expanded out­ 
put of domestic natural gas, gas 
supplies in the years im­ 
mediately ahead will fall well 


below demand. 
A IO per cent shortfall of gas 
would bring the available supp­ 
ly for New York state down 35 
billion cubic feet below demand 
yearly, Netschert said, and it 
would take the equivalent of 300 
million gallons of oil yearly to 
replace that. It would take 


80.000 truckloads, or 480,000 
load miles, to deliver this oil. 


These trucks would burn only 
120.000 gallons of oil a year in 
New York but in other states 
where population is less dense 
and distances are greater, it 
would take much more truck 


fuel to haul a thousand gallons 
of heating oil. In any case, 
Netschert said, the extra fuel 
oil or coal needed to replace the 
natural gas shortfall in New 
York alone would emit more 
than 50 million additional 
pounds of air pollutants yearly, 
including 144 pounds of sulfur 
Coal-burning power plants could

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BOULDER, Colo. (UPI) - A 
federal scientist says chemical 
pollutants which escape from 
coal-burning powerplants by 
clinging to small flyash parti­ 
cles conceivably could alter 
rainfall patterns in downwind 
areas. 
Dr. Rudolf F. Pueschel of the 
National Oceanic and Atmos­ 
pheric Administration’s Atmos­ 
pheric Physics and Chemistry 
Laboratory raised the issue on 
the basis of studies at the Four 
Corners powerpiant near Far­ 
mington, N.M. 
The team collected airborne 
particles, called aerosols, from 
the plant’s exhaust plume and 
studied them with electron 
microscopes and x-ray analy­ 
zers. 
Under an alysis, it was 
learned the flyash particles 
were coated with sulfates and

chlorides which had oxidized 
from sulphur and chlorine 
gases released during the com­ 
bustion process within the 
powerplants high-temperature 
furnaces. 
“The aerosols are extremely 
small, ranging up to a millionth 
of a meter in diameter, and are 
so lightweight that they may be 
carried aloft in the atmosphere 
for weeks,” Pueschel said. 
If the particles reached to 
state in the atmosphere, he 
said, “where conditions are 
right to form clouds, these par­ 
ticles would be responsible for 
more and sm aller cloud 
droplets and it is conceivable 
that weather modification 
could occur.” 
The resulting rain, he said, 
would be “more acid than usual 
and could, over a prolonged 
period of such rainfall, result in

damage to some plants requir­ 
ing a more normal soil condi­ 
tion for growth.” 
Pueschel said there also was 
a possibility the aerosols could 
present a health hazard in ex­ 
treme cases. 
“The particles are so small 
that they are easily inhaled,” 
he said. “Besides chlorides and 
sulfates, the aerosols we 
studied also contained traces of 
aluminum, zirconium and mer­ 
cury, a heavy metal which in 
large concentrations is ex­ 
tremely toxic to humans. 
“Of course, a person would 
have to inhale a great amount 
of the particles before damage, 
if any. would occur, but the pos­ 
sibility is there.” 
Pueschel and his team will 
return to the Four Comers area 
to continue their research to 
learn more about the accumula­ 
tion. distribution and transpor­ 
tation of pollutants. 
Another facet of their study 
will be to determine if more ef­ 
fective emission-control de­ 
vices could prevent the parti­ 
cles from escaping into the at­ 
mosphere. 


“The San Juan powerpiant 
near Farmington has almost no 
visible emissions and a much 
lower concentration of the 
aerosols.” Pueschel said. “We 
believe the technology is 
available to prevent their 
release altogether, and one of 
the thrusts of our work will be 
to look into the improvement of 
our present industrial air- 
cleaning devices.” 


dioxide for each thousand 
gallons of oil. 
There is little or no hope that 
the delivery of liquefied natural 
gas from Algeria or other 
foreign sources will offset the 
coming shortfall in domestic 
natural gas production soon and 
it will take time to bring ad­ 
ditional gas to the rest of the 
states from the Alaskan arctic 
slope. Canada’s reluctance to 
continue large gas deliveries to 
the United States is another 
factor aggravating the shortfall 
prospect. 
Netschert did not mention, as 
Secretary of Commerce Elliott 
Richardson did in a speech in 
San Francisco recently, the 


reluctance of Congress to 
deregulate the price of domes­ 
tic gas at the wellhead or to 
legislate an insulation tax 
credit for buildings to conserve 
gas, but these also are obvious 
factors. 


But to Netschert, what is do­ 
ing most to create a potentially 
dangerous shortfall of gas with 
consequent increase in air 
pollution,’is unreasonable op­ 
position to drilling for gas off 
the Atlantic Coast.

Yanks lied 
about trade, 
claims Brett

NEW YORK (UPI) - Ballplayers 
have built-in radar systems. They have a 
way of sensing they’re about to be traded 
and usually they know before anybody 
else. Ken Brett could feel in his braes the 
Yankees were about to deal him. When 
they ship you to the bullpen, pitch you 
less than three innings in two months and 
tell you don’t call them, they’ll call you. 
you don’t have to read tea leaves to 
figure out you're going to take a trip 
pretty soon. 
If Ken Brett was going to leave, the 
place he wanted to go was Kansas City 
because then he could be with his kid 
brother, George, the American League’s 
leading hitter right now with a .357 
average. So he called him and asked him 
to work on the Royals a little and George 
told Ken he’d take care of it, which he 
did. The Royals could use some ad­ 
ditional lefthanded pitching. They as­ 
sured George they’d try to get Ken. 
When the Yanks traded him three 
weeks ago, though, Ken Brett went to the 
White Sox, not the Royals, and Ken told 
George the Yankees informed him the 
Royals didn’t want him. 
It didn’t matter that it was four o’clock 
in the morning when Ken told George the 
Royals turned him down, George got 
right on the phone and called KC 
Manager Whitey Herzog. 
“Whadd’ya mean you don’t want my 
brother?” he demanded to know. 
Whitey Herzog isn’t exactly used to 
answering questions like that at four in 
the morning, but he said the Yankees had 
given the Royals a list of players they 
were willing to trade and Ken Brett 
wasn't on it. Larry Gura was, but not 
Ken Brett. 
“We would’ve taken him if he was,” 
said Herzog, and George Brett, knowing 
how straight Whitey Herzog is, four 
o’clock in the morning or four o’clock in 
the afternoon, had his answer right 
there. 
The White Sox are still congratulating 
themselves over getting Ken Brett. Paul 
Richards has slowed his motion and in­ 
troduced him to the palm ball. Brett has 
won three games, picking up his latest 
win in a 5-0 nightcap victory over 
Cleveland Sunday. He set down the In­ 
dians on two hits before his arm stif­ 
fened and was relieved in the eighth His 
earned run average now is down to 1.61. 


In Hermosa Beach, Calif., where he 
lives, Jack Brett, the father of Ken and 
George as well as two other sons, John 
and Bobby, roots as hard for the White 
Sox now as he does for the Royals. He 
wasn’t getting the scores from tv and 
radio as quickly as he liked Sunday so he 
called up the one of the newspapers in 
the area and asked the lady who 
answered how the second White Sox 
game had come out. 
“Houston, five, Chicago, one,” she 
said. 


“Look again, dear,” Jack Brett said. 
“I think you’re giving me the Cubs’ 
score, not the White Sox’.” 
“Oh, yes,” she corrected herself. 
“Chicago, five, Cleveland, nothing.” 
Jack Brett didn’t want to trouble the 
woman further by asking her who 
pitched for the White Sox. It was enough 
for him that they had won the ball game. 


He thanked the woman and hung up, 
and if anybody saw his Ups move, he was 
only saying a little prayer to himself that 
his son had pitched. 
Jack Brett isn’t the kind of father to 
buttonhole you, point over to third or the 
mound, and tell you “that’s my kid out 
there.” Naturally, though, he’s crazy 
about his boys, all four of them, and he’s 
honest enough to tell you how good he 
feels about the way George and Ken are 
performing now. 


Last year, George’s first full year in 
the majors, he hit .308 for the Royals, led 
the American League in hits with 185, 
also in triples with 15, and had 15 homers 
and stole 13 bases.

Remember when you were 'drafted ? 
Valley draft prospects bright

Ifs funny how kids invent things that adults later 
discover, enlarge upon, and claim for their own. 
The draft, for instance. Remember back in grade 
school, the recess pick-up games? Remember how the 
teams were chosen? By a player draft. 
It wasn’t real sophisticated. A couple guys were 
designated team captains and they took turns studying 
the group of players and picking them, one at a time, 
to make up the teams. 
The first couple of guys picked were the stars. They 
swaggered forth out of the group to join their captains, 
secure in the knowledge that they would bat cleanup or 
play quarterback, and that the girls would be cheering 
mainly for them. 
Gradually the talent pool would dry up, until the only 
ones left were the short guys and the scrawny guys and 
the guys who were always tripping over the cracks in 
the sidewalk. They reported to their captains with 
heads bowed, knowing it would be their job to hike the 
ball, or play nghtfield, or chase the ball when the star 
hit it over the fence. 
A decade or so ago, professional sports teams picked 
up the idea of the draft. They thought it would be a 
good system for keeping the competition well­ 
balanced. It would also (and this was probably a very 
minor consideration, right?) save them the millions of 
dollars they were throwing away on free-market com­ 
petitive bidding. 
The pro sports drafts are a little different from the 
grade school recess choose-ups. The top pro picks 
become instant celebrities and get the big rewards. 
Also, along with all the status, they frequently get a 
whole lot of money, which makes the whole thing very 
fascinating to the American sports fan, who likes to 
read about big money. 
The major league baseball free agent draft takes 
place tomorrow, and in recent years the draft has been 
a point of big interest for Lompoc Valley fans. 
Back in 1871, Roy Thomas of Lompoc High was the 


sixth player in the entire nation to be drafted. The next 
year, Roy Howell was the country’s fourth player 
picked. In 74, Cabrillo’s Kevin Drake was selected 
15th in the country 
Considering the size of the community, three first- 
round draft choices in a four-year span is impressive. 
And, Gary Hargis was a second-round pick in 74, and 
Monte Bolinger and Dave Stegman were drafted in 
lower rounds (Stegman was the only one not to sign) in 
TI. 
Tomorrow’s draft could possibly be the biggest ever 
for local athletes. Two or three local products, or as 
many as five, will go in the draft. 
It’s hard for the average fan or sportswriter to judge 
who will be drafted, or how high. Pro scouts look for 
many little things that go unnoticed to the untrained 
eye. And even the scouts don’t always know much, 
since they turn in recommendations to the big club, 
and let people higher up in the club make the final 
decisions. But we’ve been given some hints on what to 
expect in tomorrow s draft. 
The first local name everyone thinks of is Dave 
Stegman, former Lompocan and recent (last month) 
graduate of the University of Arizona. A four-year 
starter and star on one of the nation’s great college 
teams, an all-American last year, and owner of a 
ridiculously high batting average, Stegman would 
seem a prime candidate for high first-round picking. 
However, Dave has a couple factors working against 
him. He is a college grad, and he has not been a home 
run clubber. 
“They (the scouts) want a lot of ’em out of the park 
out in that thin desert air,” said our source. Stegman 
has hit five homers this year, so far. “They like to see 
12 to 18 homers.” 
Teams would much rather draft and sign a kid out of 
high school than a college grad. 
When drafted, a great college star like Stegman, 
often has to settle for a much smaller bonus than is 


handed to the relatively untested prep phenom. 
Two years ago, Fred Lynn and the Pac-8 conference 
batting leader each were given bonuses of about $4,500 
to sign. 
Meanwhile, there were kids just out of high school 
signing for $50,000 or more. 
College grads have less bargaining leverage. They 
must either sign with the club that drafts them or wait 
around patiently for the next draft. High school stars 
can use college scholarship offers as leverage. 
Drake, who has nowhere near the stats in high school 
that Stegman has in college, was able to bargain his 
way to a healthy bonus in the $90,000 range. Thomas 
and Howell were similarly well compensated. 
The big money drops off fast, though. “The guys 
drafted at the end of the first round are lucky to see 
$35,000,” said our source. 
The other four local guys who are draft potentials 
are George Renfroe, Carlton Roberts, Ray Dahlmann 
and Matt Knickrehm. 
It s not secret that the scouts have been watching 
Lompoc catcher Renfroe for at least a couple years. 
Good defense, nice swing. 
Roberts may go in the first couple of rounds (again, 
this is speculation). The scouts like his speed (6.6 for 
the 60 — average is 7.0) and agility. He pitches and 
plays outfield. 
Dahlmann did his job quietly but effectively, hitting 
.477 in league and showing a good throwing arm and 
good speed, and that quarterback agility. 
Knickrehm just finished his career at Loyola 
University, where he hit with power. 
Lompoc Valley athletes are gaining a good reputa­ 
tion among pro baseball scouts, because of guys like 
Howell and Hargis and others, who have shown a 
desire to work hard at the game, a desire not univer­ 
sal among modern athletes. 
That reputation may pay off tomorrow for a few 
local young men. 


Kite wins 
1st tourney 
in playoff 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - It tokes a 
little momentum to get a kite going and 
one named Tom is no exception. 
Aided by some verbal shoves from a 
few of his fellow golfers, 26-year-old 
Tom Kite won the first pro golf tourna­ 
ment in his four-year career Sunday by 
defeating Terry Diehl in the fifth hole of 
a sudden death playoff at the Bicenten­ 
nial Golf Classic.

Kite said he was thinking when Diehl 
drove into the rough for the second 
straight time on that playoff hole: “You 
give me another chance and I’m not go­ 
ing to miss this one.” 
The victory was worth $40,000 to Kite, 
while Diehl got $22,800. Jerry Pate was 
third with a 278 total and Ray Floyd, 
Larry Nelson and Jerry McGee were tied 
for fourth at 269. 
In back of them, at 280, was Grier 
Jones and Ken Still, while Bob Gilder 
was alone at 281. 
Kite started the day’s play at the 
Whitemarsh Valley Country Club in 
fourth place and three strokes back of 
five players who were tied for the third 
round lead. 
“A couple of people came up to me 
before the round and told me I could win 
this,” Kite said. “But three strokes off 
and ten guys in front of me, I wasn’t 
thinking that much about it.”

United Press International 
That old Paul Richards magic 
is working new miracles with 
the much-maligned Chicago 
White Sox pitchers. 
Richards, once Hall of Famer 
Carl Hubbell’s favorite battery- 
mate who later contributed 
largely to the success of the 
White Sox’ Virgil Trucks and 
Billy Pierce in the 1950s and the 
Baltimore "Baby Birds” of 
Steve Barber, Jack Fisher, 
Jerry Walker and Milt Pappas 
of the 1960s, is flaking new win­ 
ners of castoffs and unproven 
youngsters like Jesse Jeffer­ 
son, Pete Vuckovich and Ken 
Brett. 
As Vuckovich said recently: 
” 1 figure if Mr. Richards 
caught behind Babe Ruth, then 
I ought to listen to him.” 
Sunday, Vuckovich pitched 
six plus innings in the first 
game of a doubleheader sweep 
by the White Sox over the 
Cleveland Indians to gain his 
fourth win in five decisions. In 
the second game, Brett and Jef­ 
ferson combined on a three- 
hitter as the Chisox blanked the 
Tribe 5-0.

experience have made Dwight 
Stones the favorite for the high 
jump gold m edal at next 
month’s Summer Olympics, but 
his rampant enthusiasm for the 
event hasn’t hurt one bit. 
After nearly three years and 
64 attempts, Stones broke his 
own world record in the high 
jump with a leap of 7-7 Saturday 
at the NCAA Track and Field 
championships in a spellbinding 
duel with Central Michigan 
freshman Mike Winsor. 
The 19-year-old Winsor had 
cleared both 7-4V4 and 7-5 in his 
first attempts, so Stones was 
less than perfectly calm while 
watching his opponent miss all 
three of his tries at the record 
height, which translates to 2.31 
meters. 
“I was thinking, ‘Geez, how 
‘bout giving the old man a 
break?”’ said the 22-year-old 
Stones. “I really didn’t feel too 
good in having him jump after 
me. 
“But if it wasn’t for the kid 
over there, I wouldn’t have 
made it,” added the Long 
Beach State star, whose former 
standard was 7-6%.

“People should know we’re 
not dull slugs jumping things 
and throwing things and run­ 
ning all over the field. We’re 
personalities who work for 
hours day in and day out, to the 
point that we’re throwing up all 
over goalposts or our shoes.” 
Some have called Stones 
brash and arrogant, but not 
Winsor, who’s bettered his 
previous career high Saturday 
by three indies. 
“A lot of people say Dwight’s 
cocky, but he’s the greatest,” 
the Middleton, Mich., resident 
said. “He’s always been helpful 
to me.” 
Montreal is approaching and 
while Stones may be bearing 
down toward the Olympics, he 
also has the future focused in 
his sights. 


“I’m in much better shape 
than I’ve ever been in,” he said. 
“I can become even stronger 
over the years. I’m gonna be a 
monster next year and more of 
one the year after.” 


In addition to the high jump, 
five other meet records were 
set during the competition, won 
by Southern California. Four 
men successfully defended 
th eir cham pionships and 
another, Harvey Glance of 
Auburn, won the IOO and 200.

Asa a concerned citizen, not affiliated 
with any group. I would like to bring up 
several very important points about 
Proposition 15 that seem to have been 
overlooked. 
The first and most important, is that 
all the energy in the world won’t do 
anyone any good if our water supplies 
are contaminated by radioactive waste. 
As opponents of the measure have admit­ 
ted, there is no way to safely dispose of 
this waste. The present options are 
storage in salt formations or storage in 
stable geological formations. The 
former cannot be regarded as secure, 
because salt is a very corrosive sub­ 
stance. In the latter case, I defy anyone 
to show me a reliably “ stable” 
geological formation anywhere in the 
world. 
The second point I would like to make 
is this: That the voting public should 
know by now that utility companies do 
not necessarily operate in the best in­ 
terests of the people they serve, despite 
their expensive campaign to convince us 
otherwise. Their prime motivating fac­ 
tor is profit. They are in the business of 
keeping themselves in business, nothing 
more. This is also true of many of the 
"eminent scientists" appearing in televi­ 
sion spots to urge rejection of Prop. 15. 
Finally, even though I have chosen not 
to have children, I do feel a respon­ 
sibility to future generations. I simply 
cannot, in conscience, leave them a 
legacy of tons of radioactive waste that 
will remain lethal for 200,000 years. The 
whole situation is much too serious to 
take any chances. Aside from the con­ 
tamination factor there is the fact that 
our successors in this world would have 
to live in terror, keeping constant vigil 
over the waste, lest it be seized and 
turned into an instrument of destruction. 
Hopefully the world will learn from our 
mistakes and achieve harmony, but 
since the history of mankind is marred 
by man’s aggression against man, I 
wouldn't count on it

I would like to share with you our feel­ 
ings of Lompoc, 
My retired husband and I recently 
boukit the property at 601 University 
Drive, Lompoc, a weed covered property 
with a 600 square foot building, once the 
Real Estate office for the University 
Park Tract, developed fifteen years ago. 
Our plans were submitted to the building 
department to be used as a second home 
for ourselves. We had the water and 
electricity turned on, hired Brooks 
Plumbing and Smith Electrical and had 
appliances delivered from Maytag of 
Lompoc, started weeding, running to the 
dump with weeds and waste, planted a 
pink dogwood, pine tree, grapes, 
tomatoes. 
We had been told in the building 
department that we could occupy the 
property while we were improving it, do­ 
ing much of the work ourselves, but soon 
learned that five neighbors had hired a 
lawyer, stopping us unless we added 1000 
square feet to the building. 
Times have changed, we understand 
the deed restriction of 15 years ago, and 
if we were not the age we are, or in the 
financial position of retirement we 
would fight the restriction. 
As a second home, we do not want the 
added energy costs or taxes on a 1600 
square foot home. 
Having talked to the City Ad­ 
ministrator, who lives across the street, 
and the lawyer, who also lives in Univer­ 
sity Park, explaining our position we 
have had to stop and put the property 
back on the market, deeply disappointed.

Catholic is no more arresting politically 
than to be a non-secret Catholic. People 
do not seem to care, because 
Catholicism has lost so much of its dis­ 
tinctive flaor. "The Catholic Church of 
today,” Clare Booth Luce says, resigned­ 
ly, “isn’t the same church I joined.” 
That is certainly true, and as its moor­ 
ings weaken, so, pari passu, do the 
dogmatical moorings weaken of the 
coordinate Christian religions. Again, 
with the exception of fundamentalist 
Christianity, which it is widely assumed 
is what Jimmy Carter subscribes to. 


What are the implications of that 
faith? For a President of the 
United 
States? It is very difficult to say. Con­ 
sider the most pressing question a Presi­ 
dent might need to answer: whether to 
use nuclear force to defend the in­ 
dependence of the United States. How 
would a Christian answer that one dif­ 
ferently from a non-Christian? Well, we 
all know that there are Christian 
pacifists. But there are also non- 
Christian pacifists. 
Speaking for what was in those days a 
fairly dutiful flock, Pope Pius XII said 
that some things were of "such great 
value” — for instance, the freedom to 
worship — that they could be defended 
"at any cost.” That was interpreted as a 
papal blessing (rn the use of the atomic 
bomb under certain circumstances. It is 
not recorded that the Pope’s sanction af­ 
fected in any way American policy cm the 
use of Ute bomb. 
Suppose that the Soviet Union suc­ 
ceeded with a first-strike against our 
counterforce weaponry, leaving us mere­ 
ly with nuclear submarines which could 
petulantly dump on the Soviet Union kill­ 
ing off 50 million Russians, but leaving 
us then exposed to a retaliatory strike 
against our population centers? 
Is there a distinctively Christian 
response? Or is it unfair to construct the 
deductions after positing a 
successful 
first-strike by the Soviet Union? Would 
the Soviet Union risk a first strike if they 
knew the American president would in­ 
stantly put his submarines into action? Is 
it possible for a President a) to convince 
the Russians that that was exactly what 
he intended to do; while b) secretly com­ 
mitting himself not to initiate mutual sl­ 
aughter, if it came right down to it? 
Is there a shaft of Christian reason 
that illuminates the problem? Is it ex­ 
plicable in the vocabulary of fundamen­ 
talist Christianity, or. for that matter, of 
Jesuitical casuistry? 
What does it mean to be a Christian is 
easier to answer, and Christ, the 
authority on the matter, did so repeated­ 
ly, usually in the form of a parable. But 
there are no parables that quite fit the 
apocalyptic responsibilities of a Presi­ 
dent. With the important single excep­ 
tion that the life we lead here on earth is 
not the final experience of the human be­ 
ing. Though on this much 
everyone 
would gratefully agree, that it is certain­ 
ly our last political expedience
